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SHEEP RAISING IS PATRIOTIC 



Wool From Twenty Animals Necessary 
to Clothe and Equip One Soldier 
fori War Service.

Industry n stTiiH-ndmis task. There 
must ho 20 sli('«'p htxcU of every soldier 
to elolhe nnd t^qiiiji hiin. This need 
has made sheep raising n patriotic as 
well as n profitable undertaking. Sheep 
tcqulrp little brend smin. nnd iis both 
Wool and mutton are in strong de- 
mand, the development of the industry 
will contribute materially to the na- 
tion's food nnd clothinp supply. 
"Farm Sheep Raisins: for* Kesri nners" 
(Farmers' Bulletin 840), a recent pub- 
lication of the United States depart- 
ment of apriculturp. contains all the 
cenernl directions needed to make a 
Btart. Another recent publication of 
the department, entitled "Sheep and 
Intensive Farming" (Tearboofc 1917, 
Separate 750), will a1.so be found help* 
ful. 

For the present season wool has 

nhout trebled in price nnd the price 
of lambs has about doubled. The 
pross annual returns from ewes of 
breeding age may be expected to range 
from $8 to a head, depending upon 
ihe percentiiiri' of lambs raised, ihe 
weight of the fleeces nnd the values 
for these products. The Iamb and 
wool yield depend largely upon the 
breed selected. So the choice of a 
breed Is a very Important matter. 
There are 12 breeds of Improved sheep 
which are well etttablished in the Untt- 
pd States, and a number of others are 
pdning in popularity. These breeds 
differ widely in their special points of 
iiKefulnes.'? 'or various sections and 
M.TDtems of ma^gement. 9hese points 
ire^ iinrpC ully developed in "Breeds of

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IRRIGATION OF AN ORCHARD 




Plan Outlined for Proper Distribution 
of Water in Furrows — Grade 
Varies Widely. 

(From the Un'ted Sl. ies Department of 
Agricult lire.) 

In irrigating orchards by the furrow 
method the lei5;;th of the laferal ditch- 
es or furrows is jroverned by tin- si/.e 
of the orchard aud character of the 
soil. • 

The rows of citrus trees seldom ex- 
ceed 40 rods in lenu'tli, but tbo apple 
--orchards of the northwest are larger 
as a rule. Even in large tracts it is 
doubtful If it ever pays to mn water 
in furrows more than about (!00 feet. 
Where tlie soil is open and water sinks 
readily through it, short furrows 
shotild bo us(>d, oibcrwiso much water 
is lost in dcM'p perc<ilation on the tip- 
per part of llio tract. I'rof. H. Cul- 
bertson of San Diego County, CaJ., af- 
ter a careful Investi'jation of this sub- 
ject has reached the conclusion tliat 
on sandy or gravelly soil having a 
steep slope the proper length of fur- 
rows is 200 feet, whereas on hoavior 
soils and tlatter slopes the lengtl^may 
be increased to 600 feet.. 

The grade of furrows varies quite 
widely. In flat valleys it often is not 
possible to obtain a fall greater than 
1 inch to 100 feet, wliereas on steep 
slopes the fall may reach 20 inches per 
100 feet. On ordinary soils a grade of 
3 to 4 inches is to be preferred, and 
where the fall exceeds 8 to 10 inches 
to 100 feet the trees should be set out 
in such a way as to decrease the slope 
of the furrows. 

Tiie number of furrows in orchards 
depends on the age of the trees, the 
space between the rows, the depth of 
furrow, and the character of the soil. 
Nursery stock is irrigated by one or 
two furrows and young trees by two 
to four. A common spacing for shal- 
low furrows is 2*4 fp^t, but deeper 
furrows are 3 to 4 feet apart. The

movement of moisture in the soil on 
each side of the furrows, so as to iri* 
sure a fairly uniform distllbtition of 
moisture. 

The furrowing implement most com* 

monly used liy tlie citrus orcbardists 
of southern California consists of a 
sulky frame to which are attached 
two or three mold-board plows. Those 
who prefer a small number of deep 
furrows use a 12 to 14-inch corn lister. 

In the Payette Valley, Idaho, 200 or 
more miner's inches are turned into 
the head ditch and divided up by 
means of wooden spouts iuto a like 
number of furrows. On steep gronnd 
much smaller streams are used. The. 
length of the furrow varies from UOO 
feet on steep slopes to 600 feet and 
more on flat slopes. The time re- 
quired to moisten the soil depends on 
the lensth of the furrow and the na- 
ture of the ^oil. In this locality it 
varies from three t& 36 hours.

much of their nourishment from rough 
permanent pasture, nnd at the same 
time they keep down the weeds, which 
is an improvement to the pasture. 
This information, with much else of In- 
teresrt ' and value, is to hd found in 
■TPhe Place of Sheep on New England 
Farms" (Farmers' Bulletin 029). 

Sheep raising does not require ex- 
pensive* equipment or heavy labor. 
In mild latitudes little housing is need- 
ed. Impor'nnt features of buildings 
tor sheep, drawings, and bills of ma- 
terials for bnms, sheds, feed racks, 
etc., are given in "Equ!pmc/it for Farm 
Sheep Raising" (Farmers' Bulletin 
810). In an.v sheep enterprise provt» 
sion must be made for the guarding or 
fondng-in of the flock, for not only are 
the animals prone to stray from home 
pastures, but they are favorite prey 
for dogs, which annually inflict great 
losses on the industry. Winter care 
must be provided for, and feed nn<J 
sheltered quarters must be nvailnbjf, 
in cold weiither. Persons who desire 
to raise sheep are advised to enter the 
Industry with a view of staying for 
several years at least. The useful life 
of a sheep Is about six years.

In 1008 an orchardist of Hood River, 
Ore., irrij;ated thr:ee acres of ; 
tites in furrovrs 350 feet long, spAgeci 
3 feef apart. About a iBlBer'9 inch 
of water was turned, into each alter- 
nate furrow from a wooden head flvtme 
and kept on for about 4S hours. After 
the soil had become sufliciently dry it 
was cultivated, and In eight or ten 
days thereafter water was turneil ttito 
the alternate rows, which were left dry 
during the first irrigation.

WHIP GRAFTING IS FAVORED 



Method H«s Advantage of Being 
Adapted to Small Plants — Can Be 
Dene During Winter. 

(From the United States Department of 
Asriculture.) 
Whip grafting is the one almost 
universally used In root grafting. It 
has the advantage of being well adapt- 
ed to small plants only one or two 
years of age, as well as the other great 
consideration that it can be done in- 
doors dJ^ripg the comparatiTe lelsare 

The (jraft Is made by cnttinir the 

stock off diagon.'dly— one long, smooth 
cut wltli a sharp knife, leaving about 
tliroe-fourths of an inch of cut sur- 
face. Place the knife about one-third 
of the distance from the end of the 
cut snrfaoo, at right angles to the cut, 
and split the stock in the direction of 
its long axis. Cut the lower end of 
tho scion in like manner, and when tho 
two parts are forced toiioili-'r the eat 
surfaces will fit neatly together and 
will nearly cover the other if scion and 
stock are of the same size.
